Stanley ’s Acco unt o f His Way o f Fright, 
enlng an African. 
A.mon g the stories which Stan ley tells in 
« The Con go” is this: 
“On on e occasion he 
was satisfied th at the chief whom he had 
•in*«- met in ten d ed treachery , an d as the Af­ 
rican came d aily to the camp with con ­ 
ten t v in creasin g bod ies of armed men , 
he resolved to teach him a lesson . 
When

“ There were scores of o dd characters in 
Washin gton this season ,” said an o ld gentle­ 
man who n arrowly e s c ap e d being a 
niner, “ but no ne of them created any thing 
like the sensatio n that eccentric men did 
thirty and fo rty y ears ago .

Sam*Ho u3to n and Davy Cro ckett had g 1^ 
to 
whimsical

eccentric 
geniuses a so rt o f dignity and respect, and

Ci“ In 1S50 I was in Orego n, and I met fre­ 
quently at Milwaukee o l d J o s e p h Meek, who 
in 1S45 was elected territo rial delegate t 


c o n g r e s s fro m Orego n. 
Ho was a man o f 
educatio n, stro ng in co mmo n sense, but in 
his manners and appearance was a tho ro ug 
backwo o dsman. 
After 
his electio n 
he 
mo unted his ho rse, and taking his gun and 
saddlo -bags, he made his way « » ▼« 'the 
mo untains and plains and went o n ho rse- 
back fro m his ho me in Orego n to >V ashmg- 
to n City . 
On his arrival in Washingto n he 
made his appearance at the then leading 
ho tel dressed in his fringed leather breeches 
and the acco mpany ing articles o f fro ntier 
costume. 
. 
“He had n ot a sin gle acquain tan ce in toe 
city . 
He was tired an d hun gry , an d n ot in - 
clin ed to take kin d ly to W ashin gton society . 
W hen the gon g soun d ed 
fo r d in n er he wen t 
with the crowd to the d in in g-room, an d 
seated himself at a table with a n umber of 
extremely well-d ressed lad ies an d gen tle­ 
men . 
The waiters in white apron s were 
effusively 
obsequious in their atten tion s 
to the lad ies an d 
gen tlemen 
to 
the 
right an d left o f Mr. Meek, but they 
ecavo him n o atten tion whatever. He waited 
an d 
waited , an d the 
others were well 
alon g with their d in n ers when his in d ign a­ 
tion got the Letter of him. 
He then pushed 
back his chair, an d puttin g his han d 
0:1 the 
pistol in bis belt said in a clear, sharp ton e 
that every on e in the room could hear, 
‘W aiter, come here.’ The pompous colored 
man ad d ressod approached in some trepid a­ 
tion , his ey es fixed on the han d th at hovered 
over the pistol, the people at the table giv­ 
in g Mr. Meek their un d ivid ed atten tion . 
“Lookin g straight in to the ey es of the n ow 
obsequious waiter, old J o e said , T wan t 
some* d in n er, an d 1 wan t it Qulck- 
Tae 
waiter politely han d ed him the bill of far®* 
Joe pushed it asid e an d asked him what he 
had to eat. 
He seemed greatly surprised to 
learn that they had n o buffalo, or ven sion , 
or 
bear meat, 
but as they had 
n ot 
he ord ered the 
waiter to brin g 
him 
beef an d 
mutton 
an d 
potatoes, 
an d 
plen ty of it, an d very quick. 
The waiter, 
glad to escape from such a rough customer, 
fairly flew out of the d in in g-room, an d in a 
very * few min utes the best d in n er that tn e 
hotel could afford was before the Oregon 
d elegate. 
As the waitor started off aftor 
servin g him Mr. Meek pushed back his chair 
again an d thun d ered out, ‘Come here, sir; 
y ou stan d right here. I may wan t y ou. 
“Lookin g about upon the surprised facos 
of the people at the table, he turn ed again 
to the colored man as he was about to sit 
d own an d said , ‘You d on ’t kn ow me. 
I am 
a stran ger to all these lad ies an d gen tlemen 
who are laughin g an d gigglin g,but if after 1 
am through an y of them should ask y ou 
who 1 am y ou tell them that I am old Joe 
Meek d elogato to con gress an d to his excel­ 
len cy James K. Polk from the people of 
Oregon .’ 
The laughin g ceased an d memo­ 
ries of Crockett an d Houston probably came 
to the crowd in the d in in g-room to assist 
them in makin g proper estimate of this 
rough man from Oregon . 
At all even ts, 
soon after d in n er Vice Presid en t Dallas ap­ 


p r o ac h e d Mr. 
Meek, in trod uced himself, 
then in trod uced other d istin guished people, 
an d in sisted that the gen tleman from Ore­ 
gon should go in to the parlor an d be in tro­ 
d uced to the la lies who had been laughin g 
at him at the table. 
“After this Delegate Meek n ever ha l cause 
to complain of n eglect at the table or of 
lack of atten tion froip the people of >V asu- 
in ^tou. 
There were reason s why the ad ­ 
m in istration d esired to cultivate the repre­ 
sen tative of the people of Oregon , an d man y 
< f the Democratic lead ers took great pain s 
to have Mr. Meek feel well toward the party 
and the ad min istration . On on e occasion 
Vice Presid en t Dallas in vited Mr. Meek to 
go with him to call on some lad ies. Old Joe 
-pruced himself us as best ho could , but 
when he came d own to take the carriage ho 
was d ressed in his buckskin breeches an d his 
fr .n tier garb. 
Dallas broke out with, ‘For 
h eaven ’s sake, y ou d on 't mean to say that 
y ou are goin g to call upon lad ies in that 
d ress?’ 
‘I am ,’ said Oregon ’s first represen ­ 
tative, ‘for three reason s. 
First, its go o d 
eno ugh; secon d , I haven ’t an y othor; third , 
1 have 110 mon ey to got an y other.' 
Da.ias 
mad e the best of the situation , an d after­ 
ward said th at the old fron tiersman bore 
himself well an d th at he d id cred it to his 
te-ple an d to his party . 
Me k return ed to Oregon an d d roppoi 
back in to his old habits of life. 
His two 
y ears’ experien ce in W ashin gton gave him 
ibun laut material, however, for stories 
which greatly d elighted his old associates 
in 
Orego n, and which for y ears were told an d 
ret' dd by him an d by fron tiersmen gen er­ 
ally . 
The so stories n ow have d ropped out 
f even the literature of the fron tier, an d 
n o co ngressio nal dictio nary or reoc rd an d 
uo en cy cloped ia as m uch as men tion s o ld 
Joe M eek, who in 1S45 an d 1S-10 was the 
frien d o f the 
ad min istration cotorio at 
W ashingto n. 
But I n ever see a q m in t fig­ 
ure 
11 the streets of Chicago but what I 
think of old Joe Meek an d his experien ce at 
W ashingto n.’’ 


he thought the n ative plot was ripe for exe­ 
cution he con cealed all the forces of the ex­ 
ped ition about the camp aud awaited an 
expected 
visit. 
The 
chief 
came, 
ac­ 
c o m p a n ie d by his usual train , an d all seated 
themselves for a palaver. The subject of this 
was the d esign of Stan ley to pass through 
his coun try , while 
he was equally d eter­ 
min ed th at the whites should n ot. The meet­ 
in g was stormy , but woun d up with n o open 
outbreak, but evid en tly to the great d issat­ 
isfaction of the chief. 
When passin g out of 
the ten t he spied the gon g which was used 
in the camp for givin g sign als as is a d rum 
amon g sold iers. 
The chief in quired what it 
was, an d was told th at it was a war fetish. 
He insisted that it sho uld be struck, but was 
to ld that if that were do ne armed men 
wo uld arise fro m every quarter. 
He still 
insisted. 
“ With all my fo rce I struck the go ng; the 
lo ud bell-like to ne so unding in the silence 
caused by the hushed attentio n o f all upo n 
the scene, was startling in the extreme, but 
as the rapid stro kes were applied vigo ro usly 
the co ntinued so und seemed to them like 
thunder. 
They had no t reco vered fro m the 
first 
sho ck 
o f 
asto nishment when 
the 
fo rms o f men were seen bo unding o ver the 
gunwele o f he bo at, just o ver their heads, 
and war who o ping in their ears. 
Fro m my 
tent and fro m the go rge behind them a 
stream o f frantic infuriates emerged as 
tho ugh fro m the earth. 
The sto re tent was 
vio lently agitated and finally callapsed, 
and a y elling cro wd o f demo niac madmen 
sprang o ut o ne after the o ther, every o ne 
apparently madder than 
his neighbo rs. 
The listless, slo epy -ey ed stragglers burst 
o ut into a perfect frenzy o f actio n. 
Fro m 
under the mats in the huts there streamed 
into view such a frantic mo b o f armed men 
that to the panic-stricken natives the sky 
and the earth 9o emed to be co ntributing 
to the co nstantly increasing numbers o f 
death-dealing warrio rs. 
Every n ative presen t, would -be frien d 
an d would -be foe, lost his sen ses completely ; 
the seated warriors forgot their gun s an d 
fled before this stran ge d eluge an d awful 
scen e. 
The ain m un ition -bearers threw their 
gourd s aw ay ; some were broken an d the 
powd er an d slugs scattered on the groun d , 
an d as Ngaly ema was stan d in g, paraly zed 
with fear an d with his faculties ben umbed , 
I seized him by the arm an d said softly to 
him: 
‘Be n ot afraid ; remember Bui a Ma- 
tari is y our brother. 
Stan d behin d me. 
1 
will protect y ou,’ 
The Zan zibaris were 
pow a y ellin g crowd in fron t of me, callin g 
out taun tiin gly an d men acin gly : 
‘Ha, ha, 
Ngaly ema. You come to fight Bula Matari. 
Where are 
y our 
warriors, 
Ngaly ema?’ 
There could n ot be a better represen tation 
of relen tless, blood thirsty fury than that 
which was shown by these am ateur black 
actors in the suld en ly improvised scen e. 
Their assumed fren zy was the n ext thin g to 
reality . 
“Had I n ot been in the secret, I should 
also have been d uped ; while the valor with 
which I d efen d ed my poor brother, who, 
with his two han d s, grasped me roun d the 
waist* d an ced from sid e to sid e to avoid 
furious strokes from the wild -ey ed men , 
while y oun g En jeli clun g to his father an d 
followed his movemen ts, remin d ed me of 
the lon g-forgotten play of hen -an d -chicken s. 
But the camp was emptied of our captors, 
much of the ammun ition was strewn on the 
groun d , the gun s were ly in g about, an d the 
play was well acted . 
‘Atten tion ! fall in i’ 
called out the captain s, an d the well train ed 
fellows fell in to lin e at should er arms with 
all the precision of well-train ed veteran s. 
Then , as Ngaly ema allowed his han d s to fail 
in mute surpriso at the sud d en tran sform a­ 
tion , I took hold of his han d s an d said : 
•Well, what d o y ou thin k of the white man ’s 
fetish?’ 
‘Ah, I was n ot afraid , was I? Bo®, 
all my people have run away . 
Ah, such

SOMETHING FOR SCHOOL GIRLS. 


W hen 
M a ssa chusetts 
School A uthorities 
W ere Illib era l to the F a ir Sex . 
[Mrs. Robinson in Nebraska Item.] 
In those days, when the girls have the 
same privilege of attendance in the public 
schools rs the boys do, occasionally it is well 
to recall this fact, that our mothers had no 
such advantages. Fifty years ago, or thirty 
even, in 1 os ton, which city boasts so much 
of it- educational advcntag*., the girls were 
r.ot allowed to attend any of the public 
-chools ex cepting the primary. 
When the 
firs’ high school for girls was opened in 
that city in 1825, there was such a great 
outcry against the innovation, and so many 
girl- applied for admission that the scheme 
was ot andoned, and it was not till 1853 that 
a gir.'s high school was established in Bos­ 
ton. 
In P.ymouth, Mass., where the Pilgrim 
fathers and mothers first landed, when tha 
<\ae tion whether girls should receive any 
ubiic instruction first came up in town 
mecring there was great opposition. 
One 
g utleman opposed it, ^ecause he was afraid 
it hi- girls were taught they would correct 
hisspellingl 
The town, however, vote 1 to 
give the girls one hour’s instruction daily. 
In Concord, Mass., where Mr. Emerson and 
Hawthorne and Thoreau lived, and where 
Mr. Scott and Professor W. T. Harris .« till 
live, the authorities were not much more 
liberal at that time with regard to educating 
girls. 
I was iu Concord, the other day, and a 
friend showed me a copy of some resolutions 
passa i by the school committee of that town 
in 182b. 
They have never been published, I 
believe, and I will copy one relating to girls, 
for the benefit of those who read 
this 
department so that many a town in Ne­ 
braska can say to old Concord in Massachu­ 
setts, “ We are much more liberal to our 
school girls than you were at the same age 
of j’our ex istence—and long after, too.” 
It seems that the Concord school commit­ 
tee had a meeting, for the purpose of revis­ 
ing the school regulations, and this is w'hat 
they offered for tho girls: 
“ Resolution 4. 
From the first day of December to the first 
day of April, no misses under 10 years of 
age shall attend school in the center of the 
town, nor any over the age of 10 years 
where there are forty male scholars attend­ 
ing school.

“ Ezra R ip l e y, Chairman. 
“ Concord, Oct. 28, 1S2G.”
